Mercy in the ofc rendering of his Love, through the Strive 
ings and Wreſtlings of his Light, during the Day of every 
man's Viſirationz and his Juſtice, both 1n the deſtroying 
and.curting away of the Wicked Nature and Spirit, in thoſe 
that ſuffer themſelves ro be redeemed through his Judg- 
ments and in the utrer Overthrow of ſuch, who rebelling 
againſt the Light, and doing deſpight to the Spirit of Grace, 
hate to be reformed: Now, not only this Fundamental 
Principle is clearly held forth in this Treatiſe, bur all 
theſe that depend upon ir, as the real aud Inward Juſtifica» 
tion of the Saints, through the Power and Life of Jeſus re- 
vealed in them, their full and perfe&t Redemprion from che 
Body of Death and Sin, as they grow up by the Workings 
and Prevalency of his Grace; and yer, left Security ſhould 
enter, there is great need of Watchfulnels, in that they may

much evidence the Certainty and Vertue of Truth, above 
all Herefies, Error and Deceit, however fo cunningly gild- 
ed with the ſpecious Pretences thereof; for Truth 1s intire 
in all its parts, and conſonant to ir ſelf, without the leſt Jar, 
having a wonderful Coher&ce, and notable Harmony, an- 
ſwering together like the Strings of a well runed Inſtrument; 


whereas the Principles of all other Profeffors, tho in ſome | 


things moſt of them come near, and divers acknowledg thar 
which is Truth; yer in moſt things they ſtray ſrom it,ſo that 
their Principles greatly contredi& and jar one againſt another, 
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and tho they may alledge Scriptures for ſome of their Princi- 
ples, yet they are put ſtrangely to-wreft ir, and to deny ir 
for others, My Appeal then to, and Expoſtulation with all 
forts of Profefſers, 1s not to prove ſome one or two Points by 
the Scriptures (for there be ſome general Notions of Truth, 
which moſt (it not all) agree to) bur the whole Body of our 
Principles, as they ſtand in relation to each other, which 
none of them all is able to do; for among the many Profeſ- 
fors, their Catechiſm and Confeſſions of Faith, I find tione (ſave 
the Diſpenſarion of Truch now again revealed) bur ſuch as in 
moſt of their ſubſtantial Principles differ greatly, and 1n ma- 
ny contradi&t groſly the plain Text and Tenour of the Scri- 
Pcure. I confeſs there be certain men in this Age, who with 
ſome plauſible appearance of reality undertake this Task : 
Theſe are they n 49 joyn with, and own not wholly any Im- 
bodied People, but while they pretend a general Love to all, 
yet find Faulr with ſome part of every ſort, while in the 
mean time they ſcarce can give any Account of their own 
Religion, and moſt of them prove at barrom to have none ar 
all : Theſe- men, I ſay, may perhaps acknowledg ſome ge- 
neral Truths, and alſo hold to the Letter of the Scripture 1n 
ſome other things, ſo as thereby to rake occaſion largely to 
judg orhers, while rhemſelves offer not to bring theſe good 
things to praQiſe, they blame orhers for the want or negle& 
of : But ſuch an Enrerpniſe from theſe _—— not ( when 
weighed ) prove a fulfilling of this Matrer, leeing 1t 15 nor e- 
nough to acknowledg many Truths, bur alſo tro deny and 
witneſs againſt all Error ; and likewiſe, not to fall ſhort of 
any Truth which ought to be acknowledged : Whereas theſe 
ſort of men for the moſt part cannor give account of their 
Faith in many things needful to be believed x and whatever 
things they may acknowledg 5 be true, they err moſt griev- 
ouſly, and contradi& a Truth moſt needful ro be minded 
and anſwered, az is proved hereto, in chat they ſtand nor 
ſforch to appear for any of theſe Dilcoveries, they pretend 
they have; bur make a ſhift to hide their Heads 1n Times of 
Trya', fo as nvt to ſuffer fo nor with any : And through 
. theſe 
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theſe fine pretences above-mentioned, through their Scraples 
of joyning with any, they can cunningly ſhun the difficulties 
of Perſecurions, that attend the particular Sets of Chriſtians; 
yet by their general Charity and Love to all, claim a ſhare 
in-any Benefits or Adyantages that accrew to one and all. 
Such then' cannot honeſtly lay claim to juſtifie their Princi- 
mO—_ Practices from rhe Scriptures : But I leave theſe 
craglers in Religion, and come again to the divers Scas. 

To begin with theſe, that are moſt numerous; I think I 
need not ſay much to the Papiſts in this Caſe; for they do 
not not ſo much as pretend to prove all their Dogmaes by 
the Scriptures; fich it is one of their chief Do&rines, That 
Tradicion may Authoriſe Do&rines, without any Authority 
of Scriptures; yea, the Council of Conſtance hath made bold 
to command things to be believed Non obſtante Scriptura ;, 1: 
e. though the Scriptures ſay the contrary 3 and indeed it 
were their great Folly, to pretend to prove their Do&rines 
by Scriprures ; ſeeing rhe Adoration of Saints and Images, Pur- 
gatory, and Prayer for the Dead, the Precedency of the Biſhop of 
Rome, the Matter of Indulgences, v.ich much more ſtuff of 
that kind, hath northe leaſt ſhadow of Scripture for it. 

Among Proteſtants, I know rne Soctnians are great Pretens« 
ders to the Scriptures, and in Words as much exalt them 
as any other People: And yer its ſtrange to fee how that not 
only in many things they are nor agreeable to them ; bur in 
ſome of their chikf Principles quize contrary unto It, as in 
their denying the Divinity of Chriſt, which 1s as expreſly mens» 
tioned as any thing can be ; And the word was God, Fohn I. 
As alſo in denying his Being from rhe Beginning, againſt the 
very Tenour of that of John 1. and divers other, as at large 
is ſhown in the third Chapter of this Treatiſe. Divers other 
things, as to them, might be mentioned ; but this may ſufs 
ffice, to ſtop their Boaſting in this Matrer. 

The Arminians are not more ſucceisful in their denying the 
Dodtrine of Abſolute Reprobation, and in Aﬀerting the Untvers 
fal Extent of Chriſt's Death for all, than they are ſhort in nor 
placing this Salyation in that Spiritual Light, where-wich 
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man 15 enlightned by Chrift ; bur wrongouſly aſſcribing a part 
of thar to rhe Natural Will and Capaciry, which is due alone 
to the Grace and Power of God, by which the work is both 
begun, carried on and accompliſhed: And herein they, as 
well as both the Socinians and Pelagians, though they do well 
in Condemning their Errors, yer they miſs, in ſerting up a- 
nother, and not the Truth in place thereof, and in thar re« 
ſpe& are juſtly proveddy ſuch Scriptures as their Adverſaries 
(who otherwiſe are as far wrong as they) bring againſt them, 
in ſhewing the Depravity of man's Will by Narure, and his 
Incapacity to do any Good, bur as aſhſted by the Grace of 
God foto do 
On the other hand, Irs ſtrange to obſerve how many Prote- 
ftants (the firſt Article of whoſe Confeſſion of Faith 1+, to afſerr 
the Scripture to be the only Rule) ſhould deny the Univerſa! ex- 
rent of Chriſt's Dearth, contrary ro the expreſs words of Scrip- 
rure, which ſaith, He taſted Death for every man 5, or the Uni- 
verſaliry of Grace, and a ſufficienr Principle, which the 
Scriprures aſſert in as many poſitive words, as, excepred we 
may ſuppoſe the Pen-men inrended anocrher thing chan rhey 
ſpoke, it was poſſible to do, viz. A manifeſtation of the Spirit 
* given to every man to profit withal ; The Grace of God, that 
brings Salvation, hath appeared unto all men; and many more 
before-mentioned : The like = be ſaid of thetr denying the 
Perfe&ion of the Saints, and aſſerting che Impeſibilicy of any 
falling away from real Beginnings of trite and faving Grace, 
contrary to ſo many expreſs Scriptures, as are heretofore 
2ddaced in their propper Pace. Bur ro give all char defire to 
be undeceived, a more full Opportunity to obſerve how the 
Devil has abuſed many, pretending to be wiſe, in making 
them Cloak with a Pretence of Scriprure, falſe and pernici- 
ous Dodrines 3 I ſhall rake, a few of many Tnflances our of 
rhe Confeſſion of Faith and Catechiſm, made by the Livines at 
Weſtminſter (lo called) becauſe rhe ſame'is not only moſt unt- 
verſally received and beheved by che People of Britain and 
Irelan1, bur alſo containerh upon the marrer the Faith of che 
French Churches, and of moft others, both m the Nether- 
: Lands, 
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Lands, and e!ſe-where, & Ic may ' 30 what wild Con- 
ſequences theſe men have ſought, both contrary to the nak- 
ed Import of the words, and to all commcn Senſe and Rea- 
ſon, to cover ſome of their Erroneous Principles. 

CHAP. XVIIL OI 

A Short Examination »f ſme »f the Scripture-Proos, alledged 
by the Divines at Weſtw.inſter, to prove divers Articies in ther 
Confeſiion of Faith and Catechiſm, 
T 1s not in; the leaſt m; deſign in this Chapter, to offer ſo 

large ar, Examination of any of their Articles, as might be 
done, nor yet of ſo many as are very obvious z but only of 
ewoor three, to give the Reader a Taſte'of them, for Exam=- 
ples ſake, whereby as ex ungue Leonem, he may judge of moſt 
of all che reſt, ifhe will be at the pains narrowly to took over 
and examine them, 

I ſhall begin wich the firſt Chapter. Sc. 1. where they 
aſſert two things: Firſt, That God. has commuted his Will now 
wholly to writing, Secondly, That the former ways of God's re- 
vealing his Will, as by Immediate ' Revelation axe now ceaſed; 
The Scriptures they. bring to- prove, are firſt, , Prov. 22. 19, 
20, 21, Verle 19, That thy Truſt may be in the Lord, I have 
made hnown to thee this day, even to the Verſe 20. Have not 1 
written to thee Excellent Things in Counſels and Knowledg, Veri. 


21. That I might make thre bnow the Cert ainty of the Words. of 


Truth, that thou migoteſt anjwer the wards of Truth to them that 
ſend unto thee, Luke 1, 3, 4+ Verſ 3. It ſeemed good tome aljo, 
having had perjecs Underſtanding of all things from the very firſt, 
ro write unto thee in order, moſt excellent Theophijus, that thou 
mighteſt know the certainty of theſe things wherein thou haſt been 
anſtrufted. Roi. 1 5, 4. For whatſoever things were wruten a- 
ſoretime, were written fo» our Learning, that w?2 through Pati- 
ence and Comfort of the Scriptures night have Hope. Mat. 4+ 447, 
To. But he anſwered, and ſaid, It is writtzn, Man ſhall not 
live by Bread alone, but by every Word. that proceedeth out of the 
Mouth of God, 7. Feſus ſaid unto him, It is written again, Thou 
ſhalt not tempt the Lord thy God. 10. Then ſara Feſug unto him, 
Get thee hence, Satan; fer it is iiAtten, Thin ſhalt We: ap foe 
0; / 
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Loyd thy God, and him only ſalt thou ſerve. Ta. $19. 20, 19. 
And when they ſhall ſay unto you, Seeh unto them that have Fa- 
mlar Spirits, and unt» Wizards, that peep and that mutter ; 
Should net a People (cek unto their God ? for the Living to the 
Dead ? To the Law and to the Teſtimony, if they ſpeab not ac- 
cording to this Word, it us becauſe there is no Light in them. 

Bur 1t 1* nor matter of Admiratton, that men ſhould be 
fo betide themſfetives, as ro Imagine theſe Teſtimonies do in 
the leaſt prove their Afeertion 3; or that others, that do not 
take things meerly upon Truth, would be fo fooliſh as ro 
believe them : For, though God made known and wrote ex- 
cellent things to Solomon Though Like wrote unto Theoptie 
las an Account of divers Tranjacttons of Chriſt's Outward 
Alzode; For many were never written, john laſt verſe laſt, and 
25, 30, And there are aljo many other things which 7eſus did, 
the which if they (hould be written every one, T ſuppoſe, that e- 
ven the World it ſelf --4ld not contain the Books that ſhould be 
written : And many other things tru'y did Feſus in the Preſence 
of bis Deſciples, whic? axe not written in this Book, Thongh 
Chriſt mad= uſe of divers Scriprures againſt Satan, and thar 
Iſaiah eire&ed People ro the Law and to the Teftimony, 
who will be fo mad is tro fav. It natzrally follows from thence, 
that Ged has n:w committed his Will wholly to Writing ? Such 
a Conſequence 15 no more deduerble from theſe Scriptures, 
chan if I ſhould argue thus, The Divin& of Weſtminſter 
have alcrred many ihings without Creund, therefore they 
had Ground for nothing they faid : Nay, 1t follows nor by 
far fo raturaliy, iecing ater the writing of a'l rheſe Paſia- 
2c5 by them circa, accorcng to their own Judgment, there 
were divers Scriptures written; {o tacit had becn falie for 
thonm ro alicre, That God hea Fre commited his Counſel wholly 
to Writing, which indeed vas For true : So ir is moſt Irratis 
Gnal avd Unwarranta'izic for ry 16 arw turn a ſtrange and 
firained Conſequence from tir we Fils, 

F xr the Second, That the former Ways are now ceaſed,they 
alicdgc, Hebr. I, I, 2, God. who at ſundry Tir *s, and in di- 
vers Marners, ſpahe in tines ffi unto the Fathers by the Pro-

phets, hath in theſe Iaſt days ſpohen #nto us by things, by whom 
alſ he hath made the World. 2 Per. 1, 19, We have alſo 2 
more Sur? Word of Prophecy, whereunto ye do well that ye take 
heed, as unto a Light that ſhineth iu a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the Day-ſtar ariſe in your Hearts; 

Which proveth Matter as little as the former : If Paul had 
intended by that ro Timothy, what thoſe Divines would have, 
Would not they have made the Apoſtle ſpeak a manifeſt Un- 
truth, ſeeing they themſelves acknowledge that Fohn's Reve- 
lation was written long after; ſo that theſe former ways were 
not then ceaſed ? As for that of Peter, it 1s to heg the thing 
in Queſtion, to ſay, It isintended of the Scripture ; and though 
it were, it proves not the Caſe at all; That of AHeby. 1s (o 
far from aflercing the Matter they would have ir, that ic may 
be very aptly brought to prove the quite contrary 3 for God 
indeed ſpeaks to.us now by his Son - Bur to infer from thence, 
That the Son ſpealss only to us by the Scriptures, remains yet un- 

oved; And for the Apoſtle ro have there aflerted it, had 

en falſe ; ſeeing the Revelations, which he and others af- 
terwards had, were inward, and fo ſuch were not ceaſed : 
And if we may truſt the ſame Apoſtle berter chan theſe Men, 
he tells us, that ſo ſoon as Chriſt was revealed in him, he 
went ſtraight and obey'd : And the ſame Apoſtle tells us,that 
except Chriſt be in us, we are Reprobates ; ſure he is not dumb 
in us, ſceing he ſayes, He will dwell in us, and walk in us, and 
be with us to the &1d of the World, And Fohn cells us, that the 
Amnoiming is to teach us all things, ſo that we need nor, as to 
any abfolure Neceſſity, any Man to teach us ; how then 1s 
this ceaſed, ſecing God ſpeaks to us by Chriſt he muſt be in us? 


Surely,rheſe Men have not herein folowed the Rule of cheScri- | 


eprures; bur rather endeavoured moſt groſly to wreſt them, 
'and make of them a Noſe of Wax, notwithſtanding their 
Prerences as to the contrary in their 6th Set, where they 
fav; A'l things neceſſary are either expreſly ſet down, or by good 
and neceſſary Conſequences may be deduc:d: Now that theſe rwo 
former Aſſertions are not expreſly ſer down, they will not dee 
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ſtanding Man may judge, by what is above obſerved. 

"There are divers other things in the ſame Chaprer, which 
will not abide the Teſt, for which the Scripture-proofs are 
alledged by them, are moſt ridiculous ; yet for Breviry's ſake 
I have omitted. 

In Chap. 21. Se, 7. where they ſay, That the Sabbath 
from the ReſurreFion of Chriſt, was charged into the firſt day 
the week, which in Scripture ( ſay they ) 1s called the Lord's 
Day, and is to be continued to the end of the World, as the Chris 
ſtians Sabbath, In which they afſert Three Things. 

Firſt, That the firſt day of the Week is come in place of the Se- 
venth for a Sabbath : To prove which, they alledge 1 Cor. 16. 
1,2. Now codcerning the Collefion for the Saints, as T have given 
ordey to the Churches of Galacia, even ſo d» ye ppon the fn ſt day of 
the Week : Let everyone of ye lay by him in ſtore, as God hNath,pro- 
ſpered him, that there be no Gathering when I come. Afts 76, 9 . 
And upon the firſt day of the Week, when the Diſciples came toge- 
ther to break Bread, Paul preached to them, ready to depart on 
the morrow, and continued his Speech until Midnight. 

That theſe Proofs aflert nor the things expreſly, we need 
nor, I ſuppoſe, diſpure. Now to fay, that becauſe Paul defired 
the Corinthians to lay ſomewhat by them in ſtore thar- day ; 
or becauſe he broke Bread, continued his Speech until Mid. 
nighe ; therefore the firſt day of che Week 1s come in place 
of the Sabbath, is a Conſequence more rergarkable for irs ſor- 
tiſhneſs, than to be credired for its Soundneſs,: Indeed to 
make ſo ſolemn an Article of Faith, as theſe men would have 
the Moraliry of the firſt day of the Week to be, would need 
a more poſitive and exprefs Authority. The Text doch 
clearly enough tell the Reaſon of the Diſciples meering ſo fre- 
quently, and of Paul's preaching ſo long, becauſe he was rea» 
dy to depart to morrow , irsMpeaks not a word of its being 
Sabbath, 

Their Second Aﬀertion, That the firſt day of the Week 15 
therefore called the Loyd”, Day 1s drawn yer more ſtrangely from 
that of Rev, 1. 10. I was in th? Spirit on the Lord's Day, and 
heard behind me a great I n:ry as of a Truwpet 3 Whereas no 
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articular day of the Week ismentioned : fo for them to ſay, 
Jowm meaned the firſt day of the Week, hath no more Proof 
their own bare Aſſertion. 

Far their Third Aflertion, That is to be continued to the end 
4 the World, as the Chriſtians Sabbath, they allege rheſe 

criprures, Exod. 20.8, ro, 11. Remember the Sabbath Day 
to beep #t Holy; but the Seventh Day ts the $.ibbath of the Lord 
thy God 3 init thou ſhalt not do any wth, th-u nr th; Daughter, 
thy ManeServant, nor thy Maid Servant, r94 thy Cattle, noy the 
Str ang:r that t- within thy Gate: ;, for in Six Days t12 Loyd made 
Mexver and Earth, the Sea 7 albthat in them is, and »oNted the 
Seventh Dy ; wherefore the Lord bi: (1.4 r'e Sabbith Dav, and 
hollowed it. Fſaiah &6: 2, 43 6. 1. Mut. &. * 7 ig. Think not 
that I am come to d(troy the Law or the Prophets; I am nst 
come.to deſtroy but tafuli!: For verily T ſay unto you, Till Heads 
ven-and Earth paſs, ane Fot or one Title ſhall in no wiſe paſs from 
the-Law, till all be fulfilled. 

If they prove any thiug, chey muſt needs prove the conti- 
nuance of the Seventh day, ſeeing 1a all che Law there 1s no 
mention made of the firſt day of the Week being a Sabbath : 
Tf theſe be reckoned good and ſound Conſequences,l know no 
Abſbrdities ſo great, no Hereſies ſo damnable, no Supurſtiri- 
ons ſo.ridiculous, but may be cloaked with the Authoricy of 
Scripture. | 

Jn their 25rch Gpapter, in the 7, 2, 3 Se&ions, they ſpeak 
at large of the Definition and Narure of Sacrament : bur in 
all rhe Scriptures they bring, there 1s not one Word of Sa- 
craments.:: The Truth is, there was a good reaſon for this E- 
mihon-; for ſuch athing is not to be found in all the Bible. 
Fo them to alledge that rhe chings ſignified is C rhough thar 
be alfo.a begging of of the Queſtion ) will not excuſe not ſuch 
who elſewhere aver, the Counſewf God ts contained in the Scrip- 
ture, to foriake and rej<&: the Tenour thereof, and (crape 
our of the Rubbiſh of the Romiſh Tradition, for that which 15 
reconed by themſelves ſo ſubſtantial a part of cheir part of 
their Faith, 
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In their fourth Se&ion chey afierc two things : Firſt, Thar 
there are Two only Sacraments under the Goſpel. Secondly, That 
eheſe two are Baptiſm and the Supper. Ty 


To prove which they alledge Mat. 23. 19. Go je therefore, 
and teach all Nztions, Eaptizing themin th? Name of Father,and 
of the Son, and of the Hily Ghoſt. x Cor. 11. 20, 23. When ye 
come togethe; therefore 7:79 one placs, this 1s not toeat the Lord's 
Supp:r ; for I have received of the Lord that which alſo I deli- 
wered unte you, that the Lord Feſus the ſame mght in which he 
was betraved t.ob Bread, 1 Cor. 4. 1. Let a man ſo account 
us, as of the Miriſters of Chriſt, and Stewards of the Myſteries of 
God. He':r. 5.4. And no man tabeth this Honour to himſelf, but 
he that is called of God, as was Aaron. 


Now granting there were ſuch a thing as Sacraments, to 
be ſolemnly performed ; all that theſe Scriptures will prove 
15,That theſs two were appointed te be performed : but that there 
only two, or that thelc are they ( which 1s the thing afſerr. 
ed, and incumbent to be proved ) there 1s nor che leaſt 
Shadow of Proof alledged ; for, according to their own de- 
finicon of a Sacrament in the larger Catechiſm, where they 
lay, The parts of a Sacrament are two; the one an outward and 
ſenſible Sign, uſed according to Chriſt's own appcintment ; the 0- 
ther, an inward and Spiritual Grace thereby ſrgnified ; both the 
waſhing of one another's Feet, and the Anointing the Sich with 
Oyl doth Anſwer to ir, and many other tings : So thar rhe 
Probation of a Sacrament ar all, or of rheir being Two, Se- 
ven, yea, or Seventy, is all alike eafie, ſeeing neither Name 
or Number 15 ro be found in the Scripture, they being the 
meer Conceits and Inventions of men ; and it 15 marvellous 
to ſee with how great Confidence ſome men do aflert the 
Scripture ro their Rule, whzle they build up fo conſiderable 
parts of their Do&rine, wichour the leaſt Scriprure Foun- 
dation. 

Thus I thought fit to pitch upon theſe three, viz. Scriptures, 
Sabbaths and Sacraments, b:cauſe theſe be three of the main 
things for which we the Quakers are chiefly cry'd out againſt, ang 
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accuſed, as believing erroneouſly concerning them : Now what we 


believe concerning theſe things, and how agreeable our Teſtimo« 
nies herein is to the Scriptures, is heretofore ſuffictently demon- 
ftrated : Alſo, how little Scripture-Proof theſe have for taeir con- 
trary Aſſertions to us in theſe things, netwithſt anding of their 
_ Pretences to Scripture, will alſo appear to the unbyaſſed 
Reaaer.
